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SIXTH DAY IN THE REAR OF VICKSBURG. 
I have no further progress in the reduction 
of Vicksburg to report, to-day. Cannonading 
and skirmieh fring constitute the sum total 
of this Sabbath’s experience. At an early hour 
before day, Major Taylor, of Sherman's Staff, 


opened a battery of heavy siege guns upon 


the works on the extreme right, and battered 


and bruised them fearfully. The enemy's 
gune were silenced, and Major Taylor with-
